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Introduction 


This  is  a  preliminary  report  on  the  number  and 
percent  of  teaching  faculty  in  primary  teaching 
areas  in  higher  education  classified  by  type,  con¬ 
trol,  and  faculty  size  of  employing  institution. 
Also  included  are  contract  salaries,  1962-63, 
of  teaching  faculty  in  higher  education  classified 
by  primary  teaching  field,  contract  period,  geo¬ 


graphical  region,  rank,  type,  control,  and  faculty 
size  of  employing  institution.  In  order  to  present 
these  basic  facts  as  soon  as  possible,  the  tables  are 
given  without  interpretation  or  analysis.  Ma¬ 
chine  tabulations  are  not  yet  available  for  a  complete 
report  of  the  survey  questionnaire,  “Status  and 
Career  Orientations  of  College  Faculty,  1962-63.” 


Scope  of  Survey 


The  survey  encompassed  a  10-percent  sample 
of  college  staff  who  met  the  following  three  re¬ 
quirements:  (1)  Employed  full  time  by  his  insti¬ 
tution  for  the  entire  1962-63  academic  year; 
(2)  Taught  at  least  one  course  in  the  spring  of 
1963  which  would  be  creditable  toward  a  bachelor’s 
or  higher  degree;  and  (3)  held  the  rank  of  instruc¬ 
tor  or  above.  These  data  do  not  include  teaching 
faculty  on  leave  or  who  were  teaching  in  a  foreign 
country  at  a  branch  campus.  About  95  percent 
of  the  sample  returned  questionnaires. 

These  data  are  representative  of  universities, 
liberal  arts  colleges,  and  independently  organized 
teachers  colleges  and  technological  institutions. 
These  institutions  constitute  a  major  proportion 
of  the  Nation’s  4-year  institutions.1  Excluded 
from  the  survey  were  theological  schools,  schools 
of  art,  miscellaneous  independent  professional 
schools  offering  programs  in  medicine,  law,  busi- 


1  The  term  “4-year  institutions”  includes  all  institutions  which  grant  bach¬ 
elor's  or  higher  degrees  or  some  other  type  of  recognition  equivalent  to  such 
degrees  based  on  at  least  4  academic  years  of  work.  Both  graduate  and  under¬ 
graduate  institutions  are  included. 
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ness,  pharmacy,  etc.,  and  the  junior  colleges.  Of 
all  full-time  teaching  positions  at  the  rank  of 
instructor  and  above  in  all  institutions  of  higher 
education,  77  percent  are  represented  in  these 
tables.  Table  C  in  the  appendix  indicates  that, 
of  all  full-time  teaching  positions  at  the  rank  of 
instructor  or  above  in  all  institutions  of  higher 
education,  88  percent  were  included  in  the  survey 
universe  (universities,  liberal  arts  colleges,  teach¬ 
ers  colleges,  and  technological  institutions). 

The  number  of  teaching  faculty  was  estimated 
by  multiplying  the  sample  returns  by  10.5. 
These  numbers  will  be  adjusted  in  the  final  report 
to  permit  differential  weighting  according  to  the 
sample  strata.  The  changes  will  be  minor. 

There  were  an  estimated  137,000  full-time  em¬ 
ployed  teaching  faculty  in  universities,  liberal 
arts  colleges,  teachers  colleges,  and  technological 
institutions.  Of  these  teaching  faculty  57  percent 
were  employed  by  publicly  controlled  institutions. 
About  half  of  the  teaching  faculty  in  the  sample 
were  employed  by  universities.  An  additional 
one-third  were  employed  by  liberal  arts  colleges.

Primary  Teaching  Areas 


Ninty-four  primary  teaching  fields  were  classi¬ 
fied  in  the  tables.  These  were  combined  to  form 
1 8  primary  teaching  areas  plus  a  residual  category 
“All  Other  Areas.”  A  primary  teaching  field  is 
the  field  in  which  the  greatest  part  of  a  staff 
member’s  teaching  was  done.  Since  these  data 
reflect  only  one  primary  teaching  field  per  teaching 
faculty  member,  the  total  number  of  persons  who 
are  teaching  in  any  one  field  or  the  number  of 
persons  who  received  a  degree  in  a  specific  field  are 
not  represented.  For  example,  a  sociologist  who 
primarily  teaches  social  foundations  of  education 
is  enumerated  under  education  and  not  under 
sociology.  The  largest  area,  social  science,  in¬ 
cluded  12  percent  of  the  teaching  faculty  in  higher 


education.  Next,  in  decreasing  order,  were  fine 
arts  with  10  percent  of  the  total  teaching  faculty, 
physical  sciences  with  9  percent,  and  English  and 
journalism  with  9  percent.  Tables  1-4  report 
teaching  faculty  according  to  the  18  primary 
teaching  areas.  Table  1  gives  the  teaching  faculty 
according  to  public  or  private  institutional  control, 
table  2  according  to  the  type  of  institution,  and 
table  3  according  to  the  size  of  the  institution  as 
measured  by  its  faculty.  Table  4  shows  the  per¬ 
centage  distribution  of  the  faculty  by  the  18  fields 
in  different  kinds  of  institutions.  Table  5  presents 
the  number  of  teaching  faculty  in  each  of  the  94 
primary  teaching  fields  according  to  type  of 
institution. 


Contract  Salaries,  1962-63 


Approximately  95  percent  of  the  teaching  faculty 
in  the  universe  sampled  were  salaried.  Of  the 
salaried  teaching  faculty  only  68  (less  than  1 
percent)  did  not  report  any  salary  data.  The 
following  tabulation  shows  the  overall  figures.

The  number  of  salaried  faculty  in  each  of  the 
18  fields,  by  rank,  is  given  in  the  salary  tables. 
These  tables  exclude  unsalaried  clinical,  unsalaried 
religious,  and  military  personnel  teaching  military 
science  who  constitute  approximately  5  percent 
of  teaching  faculty  in  universities  and  4-year  col¬ 
leges.  Selected  percentile  points  (10th,  25th,  50th, 
75th  and  90th)  for  academic-  and  calendar-year 
salaries  for  each  primary  teaching  area  by  rank 
are  presented  in  table  6  for  total  teaching  faculty, 
table  7  for  teaching  faculty  employed  in  publicly 
controlled  institutions,  and  table  8  for  teaching 
faculty  employed  in  privately  controlled  institu¬ 
tions.  The  academic-year  salaries  of  teaching 
faculty  are  shown  in  table  9  for  each  of  the  four 
major  geographical  regions  used  by  the  Office  of 
Education  and  table  10  for  type  and  faculty  size 
of  institution. 


PRIMARY  TEACHING  AREAS  AND  CONTRACT  SALARIES 
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Table  Notations 


Tables  1-5  give  universe  estimates  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  teaching  faculty.  The  method  used  in  obtain¬ 
ing  these  estimates  is  described  in  the  section  on 
estimating  procedure.  The  figures  were  calculated 
from  sample  response  and  weighted  for  universe 
estimates.  Tables  6-11  report  salaries  by  per¬ 
centile  points  of  10,  25,  50,  75,  and  90.  Outlying 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  the  U.S.  service 
schools  (military  and  maritime  academies),  are 
excluded  from  the  regional  tables.

1.  Figures  and  numbers  of  teachers  may  not  add  to 

totals  due  to  rounding. 

2.  All  salaries  have  been  rounded  to  the  lowest  $100. 

3.  The  number  of  cases  in  the  sample  were  multiplied 

by  10.5  to  estimate  the  universe,  then  rounded 

to  tens. 

4.  “L”  indicates  a  sample  frequency  of  less  than  260 

persons  teaching  in  the  classification. 

5.  A  dash  indicates  no  data  in  this  category.

APPENDIX 


Estimating  Procedure  and  Standard 
Error  of  Estimated  Number  and  Percentage 


The  number  of  respondents  in  the  sample  was 
multiplied  by  10.5  to  estimate  the  number  of 
teaching  faculty  in  the  universe.  This  constant 
was  the  number  required  to  weight  responses  for 
instrument  nonresponse  and  sampling  procedure. 
The  constant  will  be  modified  for  subsequent 
reports  to  permit  a  differential  weighting  factor 
for  each  institutional  group  by  type  and  control 
of  institution  and  faculty  size. 

The  universe  figures  estimating  the  number  of 
teaching  faculty  in  higher  education  are  subject  to 
sampling  variability.  This  variability  can  be 
estimated  roughly  from  the  standard  errors  shown 
in  tables  A  and  B.  Table  C  shows  the  comparison 
between  positions  and  teaching  faculty.  These 
tables  do  not  reflect  the  effect  of  response  variance, 
processing  variance,  or  biases  arising  during  col¬ 
lecting,  processing,  and  estimating  the  data. 
(Estimates  of  the  magnitude  of  some  of  these 
factors  in  the  total  error  are  being  calculated  and 
will  appear  in  the  publication  entitled  “Teaching 
Faculty  in  Higher  Education  1962-63:  Profiles  of 
Basic  Characteristics.”)  The  chances  are  two  out 
of  three  that  the  differences  due  to  sampling 
variability  between  an  estimate  and  the  figure 
that  would  have  been  obtained  (if  a  complete 
count  of  the  universe  had  been  made)  are  equal  to

standard  error  is  approximately  the  square  root  of 
the  sum  of  the  squares  of  the  standard  error  of  each 
estimate  considered  separately.  This  formula  will 
represent  the  actual  standard  error  quite  accurately 
for  the  difference  between  estimates  of  the  same 
characteristics  in  two  different  areas,  or  for  the 
difference  between  separate  and  uncorrelated  char¬ 
acteristics  in  the  same  area.  If,  however,  there  is 
a  high  positive  correlation  between  the  two  char¬ 
acteristics,  the  formula  will  overestimate  the  true 
standard  error.’ 

2.  For  a  difference  between  two  sample  estimates,  one  of 

which  represents  a  subclass  of  the  other,  table  A  or 
B  (whichever  is  appropriate),  can  be  used  directly, 
with  the  difference  considered  as  the  sample 
estimate.
